decidedly toward Charles L). Hilles, 
the president’s private secretary, and 
the impression today is that the choice 
lies between Mr. Hilles and Harry M. 
Daugherty, who has been prominent 
In Ohio politics for several years. 
William Barnes, jr., who had been 
favorably considered for the place, 
practically has been eliminated. 
The 
national committeemen were almost j 
unanimous in the 
opinion that Mr. j 
Barnes is the best equipped man for . 
the place, but the fear was expressed i 
that his selection would lead to the | 
Immediate lugging in of the Barnes 
issue to the Taft campaign. 
The members of the sub-committoe 
who were instructed by the national 
committee to confer with the presi­ 
dent in regard to the permanent or­ 
ganization of the latter committee, 
found Mr. Taft's mind absolutely open 
on the chairmanship. 
This was dis­ 
appointing to some members of the 
committee. 
The president insisted on 
having the views of the committeemen 
and upon giving his own opinions in 
rsgard to several candidates. 
The re­ 
sult was that the committeemen end­ 
ed their day’s labors without any can­ 
didate bearing the Taft tag. 
The 
president, now that he has obtained a 
full expression of views from the com­ 
mitteemen, will 
indicate his choice 
more definitely today, perhaps. 
A movement was started to get Rep­ 
resentative Mann of Illinois to take 
the place, but Mr. Mann would not 
oonsent to the use of his name. 
The 
most notable thing about the chair 
manship situation is that five or six 
candidates really want the job. 
Mr. 
Barnes of New York would like to 
have it. 
So also would Mr. Daugh­ 
erty of Ohio.

w as daybreak on the 1st of 
July. 18 02. when the Confederate 
columns, led by Lee, “Stonew all’

For a week they had been 
assailing McClellan’s m arching arm y 
In his actual w ithdraw al from his old 
lines before Richmond McClellan oc ! 
cupied tw o days and nights, and yet 
all th a t tim e the C onfederates w ere in 
touch w ith his pickets and knew w hat

A Splendid Ba ttle Array . 


T he m orning of July 1 the Confed 
erates halted in their m arch upou the 
high ground ov erlooking the Ja m e s at 
M alv ern 
Hill and saw before them 
opon the heights and slopes of Mai 
v ern the Army of the Potom ac draw n 
up in battle array. 
Upon the plateau 
crow ning the hill w ere scores of can 
non in battery and thousands of men 
in blue biv ouacked around them. 
Be 
low the crest upon slopes which ran 
In sem icircular form from the riv er 
bank abov e the cam p to the hank be 
low w as tier upon tier of guns, and 
sheltered by little ridges of ground lay 
th ou sa nd s more of the troops th a t had 
fou gh t ¿v ery day and m arched ev ery 
night for a week, ready to fight again 
For once "Stonew all” Jackson was 
not on hand at the trying hour. 
Lee 
w aited for him and w hen he cam e to 
th e field gav e him the task of striking 
a t McClellan’s right flank. 
T he only 
road th a t McClellan could use to get 
his arm y from Malv ern. Hill in case of 
d isaster lay on the right of his position 
and led down the Jam es. 
If Jackson 
sm ashed that right the road would he 
closed and the Army of the Potom ac 
a t th e mercy of Lee. for there w as no 
bridge across the Jam es, and the cross 
ing of a defeated arm y under fire by 
m eans of shipping would be Impossible. 


Lee’s Batteries “ Kno cked Ont.” 


Before sending his infantry against 
the enem y 
I-ee placed his batteries 
upon the projecting spurs of the hills 
opposite McClellan’s cam p w ith orders j 
to bom bard the reclining ranks of men j 
in blue. But these batteries w ere knock­ 
ed out in a tw inkling by the gunners 
across the v alley. 
Not a gun of Mc­ 
Clellan’s was silenced, not a regiment 
in his lines was driv en from its ground 
by hours of shelling at the hands of 
the Confederates. 
Off from McClellan’s left flank, which 
was Lee’s right. General Longstreet 
found a position w here he thought six 
ty guns could be m assed and. by play­ 
ing ov er the Federal left upon it« right, 
the whole array on the M alv ern plateau 
could be throw n into confusion 
Then 
« grand charge all along the line, with 
Jackson Joining in. would settle the 
fa te of McClellan’s arm y. 
But it trails 
pired th a t the road to the ground where 
the batteries were to stand would not 
adm it of the passing of but a single 
battery at n rime. 
It would take all 
dav to mass them at that rate, and 
they got to work in relays of tw o bat­ 
teries. or eight runs, for action a t one 
time. 
But McClellan had no difficulty In 
training fifty or sixty guns upon any 
point he chose in Lee’s lines. 
The iso­ 
lated Confederate batteries were torn 
into fragm ents, and som etim es before 
the pieces were unlim bered the horses 
d raw ing them would be piled upon one 
anoth er and the dism ounted guns and 
shattered carriages piled up on top of 
them . Meanwhile the C onfederate skir­ 
m ishers bad been pressing the enemy, 
feeling for positions. 
T he rattle o f m usketry was co ntinu­ 
o us, th e batteries fired fro m all direc* 


tions with but little cessation, but n< 
real battle w as on until late in the day 
and. as usual with m onum ental fail 
ures, there are v arious excuses offered 
as to how it all happened. 
Longstreet 
says th at w aen the batteries failed in 
the work cut out for them he adv ised I 
Lee to suspend the attack. 
He says 
th a t Lee assented and ordered new dis 
position of his troops in the hope of 
tu rning McClellan's right flank next 
day. 
Charge W itho ut Orders. 
W hile Lee w as shifting his div isions 
to carry out the uew plan there were 
sim ilar 
m ov em ents 
in 
the 
Federal 
lines, and these dem onstrations led to 
isolated affairs brought on by the im­ 
patience of men and officers on both 
! sides. 
I^ee’s first orders for the charge 
! had been giv en all along the line and 
I perhaps not fully 
recalled. 
McClel­ 
lan’s troops lay on the defensiv e. The 
grand array of guns along the front 
> could hold off the enem y for a time, 
and the soldiers kept their strength 
and bullets for close q uarters. 
McClellan's battalions were massed 
the 
heav iest 
along 
the 
road 
from 
W hite Oak sw am p, dow n which he 
had m arched to the Jam es. 
The Con­ 
fed erates kept a well regulated form a ­ 
tion from tw o to four colum ns deep In 
front of McClellan’s chief stronghold. 
In the original [» Ian of attack Lee 
had giv en the honor of leading off to 
j G eneral L. A. A rm istead, the hero of 
P ic k ett’s charge at G ettysburg a year 
later. 
W right’s Georgia brigade lay 
ab reast of A rm istead s and w as to 
support the charge. 
A clear space in 
front of these colum ns separated them 
| from the enemy. 
By 4 o’clock the 
booming of artillery had died aw ay, 
and all w as q uiet until 5:30. 
Sudden­ 
ly there were cheers and a rattle of 
m usketry. 
It m ust be the signal to 
charge. 
A rm istead dashed forw ard, sw inging 
his h at upon th e point of his sword. 
General W right im itated the exam ple 
of the gallant Virginian and w ith 1.000 
G eorgians at his back rushed for the 
Federal guns. 
Barely 300 of W righ t’s 
I men liv ed through the storm of iron 
j to reach the goal aim ed for, and there 
they dropped to the ground, alm ost 
under the muzzles of the enem y’s c an­ 
non. 
A description of the frightful 
carnage will scarcely be credited, but 
officers on both sides stated th a t the 
liv ing men of A rm istead and W right 
used the bodies of fallen com rades for 
barricades to protect th eir ow n heads. 


Lcc’s Stunning Repulse. 
A rm istead’s Virginians, often repu ’s- 
ed, charged six tim es through the hail 
of grape, canister and bullets. 
As it 
had been with the C onfederate b atter 
j ies so w ith the infantry brigades in 
] the m istaken charge. 
T he Federal ar 
tillery concentrated all Its iron upon a 
narrow field, and nothing could liv e In 
th a t terrible fire. 
One after another as

the bullets cut them down six color 
bearers from the ranks of the Thirty- 
eighth Virginia w av ed the flag and fell. 
Three officers in turn picked up the 
flag and were shot down. 
Finally a 
shell cut the flagstaff in two. and the 
tattered ensign w as tied to a bayonet 
and borne through the fight. 
Although the soldiers of McClellan 
had been told to stand in their places 
and let the C onfederates throw them- 
| selv es upon the ready bayonets, they 
w ere carried aw ay by enthusiasm and 
rushed forw ard to atta ck the reckless 
foe. 
T he fight from the Chickahominy 
to the Jam es had been uphill work for 
McClellan's soldiers. 
The territory had 
been all along within the Confederate 
lines and w as unknow n ground to the 
Federals. 
Enem ies 
had 
beset 
the 
m arch at ev ery turn, and a t last the 
field of Malv ern 
Hill gav e them a 
chance at open battle w ith ranks closed 
up. 
They won the day . 
Lee was r®-
